SODA TAX REPEALED 


Clothing Levy Is Missing 
From U. S. Schedule 
Lately Adopted. 


(By the Associated Frees) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.— C h a n g s 
in federal taxes voted by Congress 
last 
month 
went 
into 
full 
force 
yesterday. Here how they will affect 
you: 
W hen you ride on a railroad train 
or an inland or coastwise si earner 
you no longer will have to pay the 
governm ent 
8 
percent, 
of 
the 
am ount of your fare and 8 percent 
of the cost of your seat, berth or 
stateroom . 
When you ship freight you will 
not be assessed an extra 3 percent 
of the cost. Likewise you can send 
packages by express or parcels post 
w ithout having to give up a “ war 
tax.” 
W hen you visit the corner drug 
store for a bottle of proprietary 
medicine, a tube of tooth paste, a 
toilet preparation or the like you 
will escape the 
vexatious 
stam p 
taxes. 
When you go to a soda fountain 
you no longer will find Uncle Sam 
holding out his hand for a penny 
on each ten cents or fraction that 
you pay the clerk for a drink or 
a plate of ice cream. 
If you want to sport a pair of 
shoes costing more than $10 or a 
shirt costing more than $3 you will 
not have to lay o at a tax. These 
and all of the other so-called lux­ 
ury taxes on clothing, as well as 
those on unbrellas, 
parasols, sun 
shades, picture frames, trunks, val­ 
ises, pocketbooks, etc., go into the 
discard. 
M ode Tax Stays. 
If you live in a place that still 
can boast of a ten cent movie show 
or other place of am usem ent you 
will not be assessed a penny tax 
If the charge exceeds ten cents, 
however, you will continue to pay 
a w ar levy at the present rates of 
a cent for each ten cents or frac­ 
tion. 
All heads of families w:*h depend­ 
ents will get a slight reduction in 
their income tax during the new 
year, the extent being $8 for each 
dependent as a result of the in­ 
crease from $200 to $400 in the 
exemption on account of dependents. 
If you are m arried and your net 
income in 1921 was $5,000 or less. 
however, you will get a still further 
reduction in taxes as the normal 
exemption for m arried men in this 
class has been increased from $2,- 
000 to $2,500. Single men are given 
no additional exemption and can de­ 
duct only $1,000 from their net. 
W hether you are single or m ar­ 
ried, if you made a gain from the 
sale of capital assets, such as a 
building or stocks or bonds, you can 
pay the tax on this gain at the 
corporation income rate of 12 1-2 
per cent, instead of at the surtax 
rate if you so elect. 
If your income is such as to put 
you in the surtax paying class you 
will pay in 1922 at the old war

“ Practically ail the Indians 
of the interior, some 10,000 or 
so, are facing a very had win­ 
ter this year,” Bishop Rowe 
said. “The 
canneries 
at the 
mouth of the principal rivers 
are using up the salmon that 
for generations have supplied 
them with food, and threaten to 
put an end to 
this 
fish in 
Alaska. 
“The only other hope for 
food the Indians have is the 
moose and caribou and sections 
of Alaska are bare of them, 
them. 
“The situation the Alaskan 
Indians face is very serious. 
They are not under the Indian 
bureau of the United States, 
are in little contact with the 
government, and have few to 
speak for them .”

The historic rooms, where 
Mavy Todd spent her happy child- 
hood, have undergone no change.

ference. 
In 'British circles today it was

questions was not to be expected 
inasmuch as the, conference had 
clearly indicated dts adherance to 
the general principles 'acted upon 
in the four Root resolutions. 


Some adjustments already have 


been made under those resolutions, 
such as a principle for the grad- 
ual -ftbandonment, of extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction in China and for 
foreign postoffices in China, for at 
least 'limited withdrawal of for- 
eign troops from Chinese territory, 
and provision for. an increase of 
the Chinese customs tariff.
